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SUMMARY ANALYSIS 


REMOTE VIEWING (RV) SESSION CCC-91 


1. (5S) This report documents a remote viewing session conducted 

in compliance with a request from SOD, J3, OJCS, Pentagon, Washington, DC. 
The purpose of the session was to provide information relevant to the 
hostage situation in the U.S. Embassy compound in Teheran, Iran. 


2. (S) The remote viewer's impressions of the target are provided as 
rav intelligence data and as such have not been subjected to any 
intermediate analysis, evaluation or collation. Interpretation and use 
of the information provided is the responsibility of the requestor. 


3. (S) The protocol used for this session is detailed in the document, 
Grill Flame Protocol, AMSAA Applied Remote Viewing Protocol (S), undated. 


4. (5S) Following is a transcript of the viewer's impressions during the 
remote viewing session. At TAB A are drawings made by the remote viewer 
reference his impressions of the target site. At TAB Bis target cuing 
information provided the remote viewer. 


5. (S&S) The remote viewer was asked to locate an individual identified as 
David Roeder who is being held hestage in Iran. The viewer described what 
he felt was e@ cell block in which eight or nine hostages of some importance 
were being held. The viewer felt that this area was maybe only "four long 
city blocks" or about three miles from the U.S. Embassy compound in Teheran. 
Roeder appeared depressed, felt isolated and it seemed as if he had been 
abused by somebody,

This will be a remote viewing session for 1030 hours, 
1 May 1980, 


PAUSE 


Relax and concentrate now. Relax and focus your 
attention. Focus your attention of observation solely on 
David Roeder whose picture I have shown you. At this time 
locate David Roeder and describe his location to me.

From the 
street there's a wall...5, 6, or 7 foot columns, and between 
the calumns wrought iron grating...it leads to a yard.

Posts, columns rather with a roof over...the left side is 
very, very obscure. Like there was a big wall...it starts 
from the height of the wall and curves up like...graft.... 
plane. This is a....get the impression of a similarly high 
wall in the back of the building. Getting to look like a 
corner building...wall...shorter or the same height as in 


the front on the right side of the grates.

1. The remote viewer has been exposed to open source news media infor- 
mation ag well as classified overhead imagery and photographs of many 
of the hostages. The viewer was briefed on the current status of the 
hostage situation and told that the whereabouts of the hostages was 

not known. 


2. (S) At the time of the session the viewer was asked to locate David Roeder. ~ 
The viewer was asked to describe Roeder's location and determine if there 

were other hostage personnel in the area. The viewer was shown the attached 
phote so that he might be able to "beacon" on David Roeder. 
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
